Governor Steunenberg’* K icn»e For Op­

W ashington, March 27.—Governor 
Steunenberg’s cross-examination con­ 
tinued in the Coeur d’Alene investiga­ 
tion before the house committee on 
military affairs. 
Representative Snlzer, 
of New York, inquired how the governor 
justified the continuance of martial law. 
The witness said there had been a con­ 
tinuous state of rebellion in the Coeur 
d’Alene district, and while it did not 
take on the form of armed resistance 
there was at all times opposition to the 
policy of the state authorities. 
Mr. 
Bnlzer pressed for a specification of 
names and events in this disorder, but 
tho governor said it was general in char­ 
acter, and specific outbreaks were not 
likely to occur while the authorities con­ 
tinued to act with firmness. 
When asked if he had conferred wHh 
the Bunker Hill mine officials and oth­ 
ers with a view to breaking up the labor 
organizations the governor said he had 
not.
